NEW YORK FRUIT EXHIBIT. 


Fresh and Preserved Fruits, Models, Pho- 
tographs of Orchards,.Etc., to Be Shown, 
George M. Powell, director of the institute 

work of the New York State Agricultural So- 

ciety, has secured 1,200 square feet of space in 
the Horticultural Building at the World's 

Fair for a display of fruit from the Empire 


State. 

The plan provides foran exhibit of fruits 
in their season as follows: Strawberries, 200 
varieties; raspberries, 50; blackberries, 25; 
currants, 25; qgooseberries, 20; cranberries, 
15; mulberries, 10; cherries, 75; peaches, 150; 
— 25 * 26; 8 100; 
pears, 250; apples, 250; grapes, 

Preserved fruits, including canned goods, 
jams, and jellies, come next, and then fruit 
sirups juices. 

Besides the actual fruit there will be an ex- 
hibit of models in wux made from the natural 
fruit. There will be 1,000 or more of these 
models, which will be exact reproductions in 


„ eg 
special pains will be taken to provide for 
an abundant display of fresh fruits, and for 
this purpose space has been secured in the 
cold storage warehouse to be erected on the 
World’s Fair grounds, which will have a ca- 
pacity of 250,000 barrels. 

Another exhibit of especial interest will con- 
sist of photegraphs of orchards and small 
fruit farms and vineyards iu New York State, 
plants, and of the vari- 
ous processes, of cultivation. There will he 
models of fruit-houses, drying and storage 

uses, and a collection of crates, baskets, 
and all varieties of fruit packages, and, while 
these will probably be sent to the Manufact- 
ures Building, they will still be represented in 
drawings or photographs. 

A special exhibit will be made of the native 
or wild fruit of New York State as it grew in 
the days of the discovery. 

Perhaps the most important exhibit of all. 
however, is to be that of the insect enemies of 
the fruit-growers and the means of combat- 
ing thein. This will include photographs, 
drawings, and printed reports. It isin this sci- 
entific line of work that Mr. Powell’s experi- 
ence will prove of especial value. Mr. Powell 
will recommend that $30,000 be set apart from 
the State World's Fair appropriation to be 
devoted to New York’s fruit display at the 
Fair. and he is confident that it will be recog 
nized as one of the most important exhibits 
of the State, as well as one of the most inter- 
esting and beautiful.

This 
continent has been but imperfectly revresented at 
European exhibitions, and yet, nowhere have 
wreater advances been made in all branches of 
manufacture and trade, in labor-saving machinery 
and appliances, in science and invention.

As the enterprise develops the more convinci 
it appears that the Chicago Exposition of 1593 wi 
be by far the most extensive and important which 
bas yet taken place, The effect on tne avenues 
of trade will probably be wide and far spreading.

KENTUCKY MAY STAY OUT. 


No Money Can Be Taken ‘from the Treas- 
ury~—One Paper Urges No Display. 
Loursviiiz, Ky., Oct. 13.— [Special. Un- 
less the courts iaterfere. in short order the 
probabilities are that Kentucky will not be 


represented at the World's Fair by an exhibit 


of the resources of the State. Auditor Nor- 
man has all along questioned the constitu- 
tionality of the World’s Fair appropriation of 
$100,000, and has stubbornly refused to honor 
the drafts made on him by the Ken- 
tucky Board of Commissioners.’ The At- 
torney-General rendered an opinion 
in which he pronounced the bill valid in all re- 
spects. President Dulaney, of the Board of 
Commissioners, then addressed a com munica- 
tion to Auditor Norman requesting that his 
draft for $25,000 be honored. Auuitor Nor- 
man, in reply, refused to honorthe draft and 
said that until the appropriation was declared 
constitutional by the courts he would not 
allow a cent to leave the Treasury. President 
Dulaney of the Board of Commissioners takes 
a hopeful view of the situation. In an inter- 
view he says: I see but one thing to do. We 
will serve a mandamus on Auditor Norman 
and as soon as possible have the Superior 
Court decide upon the constitutionality of the 
World's Fair bill and Auditor Norman's re- 
fusal to issue warrants inthe face of the 
opinion given by Attorney-General Hen- 
dricks.”’ 

LociswILLx, Ky., Oct. 13.—The Louisville 
Times, after the Courier-Journal the most 
important newspaper in this State, advises

Chicago Somewhat Modified—Gossip of 
Prominent Millionaires. 


New Yorx, Oct. 13.—[Special.]—One thing | 


remains to perpetuate this week of excite- 
ment, the Columbus monument at the Eighth 
avenue gate of Central Park, put up by the 
Italians and carved in Italy. Except the 
Obelisk and the Worth monument, it is the 
only shaft among New York memorials. It 


looks to be thirty to forty feet high, and has a 


Doric column with prows of vessels sticking 
out from the sound surface and anchors up 
and down the front and back. On the top 
stands Columbus in a long dressing gown and 
cap, and he is of the heroic size. 

Above the base isa large figure as of an 
angel with wings, her head bent low down, 
while she is examining a globe, as if to say: 


What machine is this? This figure is some- 


thing between the siren and the cherubim. 
The first idea it gives is that of an angel at 
the public school, Next it looks like theology 
trying to tind out the shape of the earth with- 
out a revelation. Finally, it looks to be an al- 
legory which had somewhat lost itself. It is, 
however, the principal feature of the monu- 
ment. 2 

Below this is a narrow bronze relief 
of the landing of Columbus. A similar 
picture, the subject of which could not be 
seen, was on the north side toward the park, 
possibly Columbus im chains, The remaining 
two sides have inscriptions, the first in Italian 
and the opposite a literal English translation, 
which sounds somewhat awkward. On the 
whole this monument is a decided and fine 
feature at the popular entrance of Central 
Park, three long blocks away from the fash- 
ionable entrance. 

Italians Proud of Their Country’s Gift. 

All round that statue at twilight I heard the 
Italians young and old talking. They had 
coine there from all quarters of the city te see 
and comment upon the statue as the testimo- 
nial of their native countrymen, who, when 
thought was almost exclusively the province 
of the Italians, did a sailor’s deathless task 
to prove silence not-.to be a lie. 
Marco Polo, long before in Genoa, 
had told his honest tale to Princesses, priests, 
and peoples, aud they persecuted his dying 
hours, asking him to confess those lies he had 
told about China and Japan. Realizing how 
hard it would be to make the mind, and es- 
pecially the colleges, believe anything, Colum- 
bus went and caught his Indians and brought 
them home, as if to say: Will you believe 
this?“ Columbus was on respectable terms 
with the Pope, and some think that in the 
Vatican is to be found correspondence be- 
tween him and Cibo or Borgia, for Cibo, who 
was. Pope when Columbus waa in the lobby, 
was a fellow-townsman in Genoa of Colum- 
bus. . 

Today rather closed out the Columbus cele- 
bration in New York, hardly a week before 
the opening of the exhibition officially at Chi- 
cago, by a baaquet which gave the crack 
speakers here their chancé to interest them- 
selves, so to speak, with Columbus. The schol- 
ars of the Wensor and Goodrich sort, who 
have been firing at Columbus with their li- 
brary popguns, inay have been humiliated to 
see that tney were not of the slightest influ- 
ence over the popular.and even the intelligent 
feeling on this subject. of the discovery. None 
of the scientitic lives which preceded Colum- 
bus have made the least impression on the 
popular skull. The solitary sailor whd took 
his two brothers ahd went mendicanting 
around the thrones to a ship cr two that 
he might sail over the farther top of the world 
and see what it was like has had the first place 
in this pageant as he had in the minds of the 
Spanish grandees when he returnéd triumph- 
ant. 

Have Entered Upon a New Era. 

The Columbian celebration in New York is 
suggestive of Queen Victoria's jubilee year. 
The Americans — spend more than a day. 
or at most two days, in their festivities, the 


elastic strings of business pulling them back 


hard upon the second day, and fetching them 
there on the third. The fact that they have 
been able to give a whole week without 
stinginess to this jubilee seems to show that 
we have entered upou a new period. 

At the-commencement of this Columbus 
jubilee the police ef New York, who are uncer 
Tammany’s control, took a step for which 
there is probably no warrant of law, of seizin 
every man presumably a thief before he ha 
committed an offense and throwing him in 
jail unless he quitted the island. The success 
of this celebration is also due to the compar- 
atively complete autonomy of this city which 
but a few years ago had on the whole mean 
buildings and comparatively littie archi- 
tecture. ; 

The right to parade here is jealously guarded 
at present by the police. It is no longer a right, 
but a privilege. The police force of the city 
amounts toa standing army with its more than 
4,000 men, its splendid patrol along the river- 
side in steamers, etc,, and its accessory Fire 
Department, which can throw hot water ona 
mob and seald them to death. The elevated 
railroads have had a good influence here. The 
spreading of the city to the mainland across 
the Harlem River and the building of bridges 
have given amplitude to the local mind. We 
see a great republic, such as might haye been 
under the municipal Dukes in Milan or 
Venice, a country preceding Columbus.

By his extraordinary power to think 
up and work up business he has $22,000,000 de- 
posits in that bank now, which puts it away 
up high on the list. 

e originates at Delhi, Delaware County, 
close by where Jay Gould origivated. He 
goes up there freouentty to restore his health, 
for Cannon works himself almost to death, 
He went off to Minnesota when a young fellow 
and there learned the banking business, and 
when John J. Knox resigned the Vontroller- 
ship’of the Currency to become a bank Presi- 
dent in New York Cannon succeeded him. In 
a little while Cannon also came over and took 
up the Chase bank, which had been the prop- 
erty of Old Silver Thompson, the former 
publisher of Thompson’s Bank Note De- 
tector, and one of the few advocates 
in Wall street of the unlimited coinage of 
silver.

Thougha 
Republican he was thought enough of by 
Mayor Grant and others to be made one of 
the Park Commissioners of New York City.

FIFER AT MONMOUTH. 


HIS EXPOSITION OF THE ISSUES. 


Defnocratic Chairman and Superintendent 
Phelps Refuses to Allow His Men to 
Leave the Works to Attend the Meeting 
—Private Joe Handles the Tariff and 
Charitable Institutions Questions—Mills 
and Springer Speak at Quincy—Senator 
Cullom at Hillsboro. 

Mowmovcts, III., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—The 
Maple City turned out today in honor of Gov. 
Fifer and Lieut.-Goy. Ray and Mr. Hertz. 
The city was gayly and lavishly decorated and 
more people were in town today than ever be- 
fore in its history. The Weir Plow Works did 
not close as they did last Friday when Mr. 
Stevenson was here. Chairman Phelps of the 
Democratic State Committee is Superintend- 
ent of these works and positively refused to 
permit his men to listen to Gov. Fifer. The 
Governor was four hours late in arriving here, 
but 1,000 men waited in hne at the Burlmgton 
depot for him. By all odds the largest crowd 
that has faced Gov. Fifer during this cam- 
paign greeted him in the city park at 2 


o'clock this afternoon. It wasso large that 


his voice could not penetrate to the center. 
Gov. Fifer referred to his visit here in 1888 
and said during the last four years of Repub- 
licun theft and robbery the people of Warren 
County seem to have been reasonably pros- 
perous. He said: 

I notice that many fine brick buildings have 
been added to your city. course, the money 
was all ase through the operations of the rob-

cultural country in the world, and evidently, if 
there has been any thieving and robbery acing on 
in the last four years, the good farmers of War- 
ren County have got their share of the proceeds.

One 
thing I promised you in 1888 was the State tax 
levy should be reduced from the rate of 53 cents. 
Haven't I kept m ledge? It is now 8 cents. I 
think I will be able before the close of my second 
term to get it down to bedrock, say about 25 
cents. It costs a great deal of money to run this 
State government, It is the third in size and I be- 
lieve the first in natural resources and import- 
ance inthe union. We have four insane asylums 
with nearly 4,000 helpless people, many of them 
with suicidal and others with homicidal 
tendencies. They must have medical and 
rsonal attendance and many of them 
ave to be confined and watched closely. 
We have also a soldiers home, a soldiers’ orphans’ 
home, the feeble-minded institution at Lincoln, 
the blind and the deaf and dumb at Jacksonville, 
and they all require the careful and skill 
ful attention of men who have special 
training ‘and special qualifications for their 
duties. It costs money to secure this 
attention, and everybody knows it. Now, there 
are men running over the State attacking these 
institutions and assailing the men and women 
who are in charge of them. My fellow-citizens, 1 
have faith enough in the patriotism and liberality 


Illinois to believe that they want these institu- 
tions maintained in a proper and decent manner. 
They don’t want extravagance, of course, but 
they want these hopeless wards, God's unfortu- 
nate children, to receive the best of care. During 
the thirty years and more that the Republican 
party has been in power in Lilinois, notwithstand- 
ing the millions of dollars that have passed 
through the hands of the superintendents of the 
charitable institutions, not one dollar has been 
squandered or stolen. 

Then the Governor told briefly the story of 
the Educational bill and the charges that the 
Republican party was responsible for the 
continuance of contract convict labor.

State account system. It was the duty of the 
Legislature to enact some measure of relief 
if they thought it ought to be done. But they 
did nothing, unless the indorsement by the 
committee of the House of present methods 
could be called action. The Governor closed 
with a brief argument on the tariff. Messrs. 
Ray and Hertz followed, and at night W. E. 
Mason of Chicago spoke to a great crowd.

Tun report of Mr. Cleveland’s Labor Com- 
missioner Peck, showing increased wages and 
general prosperity in the State of New York, 
is confirmed on every hand. It found its 
first confirmation in the report of the Dem- 
ocratic Superintendent of Banking; second, 
in the reporteSof the State Assessors; and, 
third, in the reports upon the condition of 
building and loan associations. Then came 
the reports of the Labor Commissioners of 
Massachusetts, Indiana, and New Jersey, 
showing similar increase in those States. And 
ncw comes the census bulletin on the mechan- 
ical and manufacturing industries of the City 
of New York with tne following summary, 
testifying to the truth of Commissioner Peck’s 
report:

CHICAGO MANUFACTURES. 

The statistics of manufacturing industry in 
Chicago for the fiscal year ending with June, 
1890, have just been issued by the United States 
Census Bureau. The tabulation is completed 
two and a quarter years after the end of the 
term for which the statement is compiled. 
The totais are stupendous in magnitude. The 
9,959 establishments reported include 255 sep- 
arate lines of industry, employing nearly 300 
million dollars of capital and 208. 108 workers, 
to whom was paid an aggregate of $119,146,- 
357, or an average of $587 each, this including 
the children as well as the adults. The cost 
of material used is returfied at nearly 387 
millions, and the value of product at the place 
of manufacture is given as a little in excess of 
682 million dollars. 

Omitting classes of industry not included 
in the census of ten years previously the fig- 
ures show the following percentages for in- 
crease for 1890 as compared with 1880: Num- 
ber of hands emp'oyed 142.13 and value of 
product 148,83, indicating a gain of only 4 
per cent in the productivity of the average 
worker due to the use of improved machinery 
as partially compensated by a smaller number 
of hours to the day in some lines of employ- 
ment. The $228.62 of wages paid for each 
$100 paid ten years previously shows that the 
average wages increased by 35 per cent in the 
interval. Part of this change in the rate of 
remuneration 1s due to the fact that in many 
industries relatively more men were employed 
in 1890 and fewer children, but the fact re- 
mains that the average wage-worker received 
1m 1890 more than $4 for every $3 received in 
1880. These two sets of figures also show that 
while capital has gained 4 per cent in the 
productivity of manufacturing processes the 


much during the process of industrial im- 
provement, if not directly by it. They set 
forth also another important fact: the popu- 
lation of the city about doubled, while the 
number of workers became two and a half 
times larger. The proportion of workers has 
increased relatively to that important extent, 
while the average worker was much better 
paid at the close of the decade than at its be- 
ginning; and this great gain in relative activ- 
ity was but slightly less than that in the first 
selling value of the manufactured product. 
Chicago is often spoken of asif it were en- 
tirely a commercial city, and some folks have 
made the silly insinuation that its people live 
entirely off the difference between the prices 
they pay the producer and those they charge 
to the consumer. These figures show that two 
in every eleven, or nearly one for each aver- 
age family, is engaged in manufacturing pro- 
duction, really adding to the value of the raw 
material by changing it into forms better 
adapted for consumption. Furthermore, the 
245 million dollars which is the difference be- 
tween the tabulated cost of material and seil- 
ing value of the product appears to leave 136 
millions to the employer after the workers 
have taken out 119 millionsin the shape of 
wages. This sufficiently disposes of thé An- 
archist plea that the worker only gets 18 per 
cent and the capitalist the other 82. But that 
136 millions is far from being all profit. Out 
of it have to be paid rent, taxes, and insur- 
‘ance on the buildings occupied, interest on the 
use of the money invested in the manufacturing 
plant, and in the value of the mate rials used

The capital employed appears from the fig- 
ures to be not less 46.3 per cent of the 
total value of the output, and even this is ex- 
pressly stated not to include property that is 
hired, for the reason that this class of property 
was not included in the returns fcr 1880. It 
should be remembered that the 357 millions 
named as the cost of material is itself in very 
large part made up of previous payments 
made for labor. Much of the raw material 
used by Chicago mannfacturers is finished 
product to others, and nearly all its selling 
value was given it by the labor performed in 
putting it into condition so that tne Chicago 
manufacturers would want to buy it for work- 
ing up in their factories. 

Taken altogether the record is one of which 
the people of Chicago may well feel proud, 
and regard it as a most fitting exhibit to make 
just as they are getting ready to celebrate the 
four hundreth anniversary of the discovery of 
the New World. It is an exhibit that can find 
few parallels, other than in our own history, 
and the most gratifying feature in the report 
is the fact that labor has prospered at a far 
greater rate than the capital which gave it em- 
ployment. It proves that the masses have 
effected a material advance in comfort during 
the census decade, and that this has been 
effected largely by virtue of useful labor in 
adding to values by exertion, instead of by a 
mere commercial swapping of jack-knives. 


REGISTER TUESDAY NEXT. 

It cannot be too strongly impressed on the 
Republicans of Chicago and the adjacent 
Town of Cicero that if they are not registered 
next Tuesday or a week from that date they 
cannot vote for President or for any other 
candidate this fall.

FOR FREE TRADE BUT AGAINST CONVICT 
LABOR, 

The Illinois ‘“ State Federation of Labor,“ 
in session at Ottawa, has been spending much 
of its time pottering over the question of con- 
tract convict labor. The report which was 
submitted by a committee appointed last 
year appears to bea campaign document pre- 
pared ty Democrats for. the purpose of assist- 
ing Mr. Altgeld and injuring Gov. Fifer. Al- 
though the constitutional amendment regard- 
ing convict labor was adupted two years before 
Gov. Fifer was elected the partisan report 
goes back to that remote period in order to 
assail him! It suppresses, however, the fact 
that in his last message he called the attention 
of the Legislature to the state of affairs at the 
penitentiary and urged on it the necessity of 
action, but that the Houso, being controlled 
by the Democrats, refused to doanything.

the nine principal Western ports foot up 
nearly 18,000,000 bushels, which is one-eighth 
larger than in any two weeks previously re- 
ported, For the ten weeks ending with last 
Saturday the receipts at those points were 
about 77,000,000, which is almost 10,000,000 
bushels in excess of the movement in the 
‘corresponding weeks after the gathering of 
the phenomenal crop of lest year. 

There is not the same foreign demand now 
as then to call out the wheat, and prices are a 
great deal lower. In spite of the fact that 
the quotations do not invite selling the visible 
supply is piling up at-an average rate of more 
than 3,000,000 bushels per week. Then it is 
rémarked that there is no force to drive wheat 
away from the farms, as the farmers of the 
Northwest are not in urgent need of money 
this year. But it s temembered that those 
of them who listened twelve months ago to 
the siren advice, “Hold your wheat, lost 
money by.doing so, and thought they do not 
care to repeat the experiment. 

The free movement of this season is not in- 
compatible with the fact of a much smaller 
crop than the one of Idst year. Those who 
think to the contrary are not aware that the 
Northwest is practically bare of bin storage 
facilities on the farm. There it is a question 
of thrash'ng as soon as possible or of stack- 
ing, and wheat must be in stack to be held 
through the winter. The weather of the last 
few weeks has been simply gorgeous for 
the work of thrashing out wheat, and it has 
been availed of to the utmost possible extent, 
some thrashers being reported to have worked 
by the aid of artificial light while the sun was 
below the borizon. When thrashed the grain 
has got to be forwarded, and that has been 
done. There is this year an additional incentive 
to active exertion in marketing the stuff early 
in the fact that many if not most of the ele- 
vators in that section are now being run on 
the private plan, the managers refusing to 
store grain through the winter on account of 
the farmer. So that gentleman has either to 
sell his product before the snow flies or else 
run the risk of being thrown on the tender 
mercies of the warehousemen during the clos- 
ing of lake navigation when the interior buyer 
can allege the necessity of a big margin for 
carrying through the cold season. Hence the 
farmers are embracing the fine weather op- 
portunity to get rid of their grain, not because 
they have so much of it as for the reason they 
think it would be foolish to hold their wheat 
in stack when they can have if thrashed and 
cannot hold it after thrashing except on the 
Indian plan of burying it in the ground. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
wheat crop of the Northwest this year is short 
in quantity as compared with last, and also 
unusually short in weight per measured 
bushel, the last-named fact meaning a small 
yield of flour per bushel of grain. The rapid 
rate at which it has been marketed indicates 
a probability that the offerings in the latter 
part of the crop year will be relatively light, 
and not that the crop is a big one. The latest 
crop news from Kurope tends to the conclu- 
sion that the United States has no more 
wheat on hand than will be wanted by the 
time of next harvest, and that our surplus of 
old grain then will be one of the smallest 
known in many years past.

THE ILLINOISSTATE GUARDS SHOULD BE 
IN LINE, 

It goes without saying that the Illinois 
Guard must take part in the military parade 
next week. Its absence from the great pro- 
cession would be mortifying to the city and 
disgraceful to the State. It would impress 
itself at once upon outsiders as a strange oc- 
currence that after inviting the militia of the 
States to take part in the dedication pageant 
our own should be conspicuous by its absence, 
and it would naturally be explained upon the 
theory that the State cared nothing for the 
occasion, or the city either, for the city regi- 
ments are justified in declining to turn out if 
no arrangements are made to bring regiments 
here from other parts of the State. 

The Illinois National Guard must be in the 
procession. As the [Illinois Board of World's 
Fair Commissioners, under a strict construc- 
tion of the law, have been estopped from mak- 
ing any appropriation for that purpose, it now 


remains for the citizens to put their hands in 


their pockets and foot the bills. It only re- 
quires $10,000 to pay all expenses. One-fifth 
of this sum already has been offered, and if a 
systematic effort is made there is no doubt 
the rest can be raised at once, especially as in 
all probability the money will be refunded by 
the next General Assembly. But putting all 
contingencies aside, the money should be 
raised, The spectacle of the dedication of the 
World's Fair, in which Illinois has taken such 
deep interest, and for which such a handsome 
appropriation was made, and in which regular 
troops and militia from other States will take 
part, without a single Illinois National 
Guardsman in line, would be a humiliating 
and lasting disgrace to the State of Illinois 
and to the City of Chicago. Raise the money 
and raise it without further delay, so that the 
boys may know what is expected of them and

CONGRESSMAN BRECKINRIDGE WILL NOT 
SPEAK. 

Congressman Breckinridge has at last made 
up his mind that he will not deliver an ad- 
dress when the World’s Fair dedicatory exer- 
cises are held a week from today, and has 
given public notice to that effect. Holding 
the views, he does it is only surprising that he 
did not reach that conclusion much sooner, 
and thus give the directors more time to fill 
the place he has left vacant. 

His study of the Constitution led him to the 
same conclusion as most of the politicians of 
his section—that the Exposition could not be 
looked at in a national light; that it was 
purely a local affair, and that consequently 
Congress would not be justified in giving it 
any aid. He made up his mind that the con- 
stitutional barriers” in the way of national- 
izing and aidmg an Exposition were too se- 
rious to be overcome by him—unless, perhaps, 
the Fair was to be held at the South, as at New 
Orleans for instance. When it is a question 
of an appropriation for something held on 
that sacred soil the strict constructionists be- 
come liberal in construing the Constitution. 

Mr. Breckinridge could not come here and 
make a speech holding up the great Chicago 
Exposition as a national and international un- 
dertaking without weunding his conscience 
and stultifying himself. Had he spoken in 
that vein his words would have rung false, for 
his votes in Congress have been the other way. 
He must have felt that he could not satisfy 
the expectations of his hearers were he simply 


to speak in terms of praise: of the fine local 


of the Western World; but on the whole it is 
better that that curiosity should remain un- 
gratified, and that the orator who will take 
Mr. Breckinridge’s place will be a man who 
will speak of ‘the great Exposition as a nation- 
al event and not a mere local show. The 
only regret is that such a person, whoever he 
may be, will not have more time for prepara- 
tion.

THE NOVEMBER ELECTION IN ALABAMA. 

A dispatch from Birmingham printed in the 
last issue of Tun Tripune sets forth the efforts 
which are being made to secure an honest 


election in November throughout the State of 


Alabama. It says: “The cry of force bill 
has lost its power and the white people of 
Alabama have made up their minds to have 
one honest election. With a fair election there 
is no doubt that the Weaver Electors will be 
chosen. Conceding that this is a correct 
statement and that Weaver Electors may be 
chosen, the situation from the Presidential 
point of view has not the slightest influence or 
interest, owing to the fact that in case no 
candidate should get a ‘majority of the 
Electoral College the result would be declared 
by the old House elected two years ago, which 
has 235 Democrats and but 88 Republicans, 
or, counting in the Alliance members, an ad- 
verse majority of 156—a House in which 30 
of the 44 State representations are con- 
trolied by the Cieveland Democrats. In that 
case the election would be decided upon the 
basis of the votes and issues of two years ago 
and by the men elected then, and not by the 
votes and issues of 1892. Weaver might carry 
a majority of the sixteen Southern States and 
all the States beyond the Missouri and yet he 
would be no nearer to the Presidency than if 
he had carried but the one little State of 
Nevada. 

How Alabama goes therefore, whether Dem- 


‘ocratic or Populist, is not a matter of the 


slightest political consequence. It is differ- 
ent, however, with Republicans in the West- 


ern States. If fusion there loses any one 


State to them so muny Electoral votes are 
taken from Harrison and his chances of get- 
ting a majority of the Electoral vote are di- 
minished, and it goes without saying that he 
must have a majority of the whole college. 
He has no chance if the election should be 
thrown into the House, nor has Weaver. The 
question therefore is whether with these facts 
before them the majority of the people in 
States like Kansas, Nebraska, the two Dako- 
tas, Minnesota, etc., while going through the 
semblance of voting for Weaver will in reali- 
ty vote in the interests of the men who have 
rotten-egged, insulted, and vilified their 
chief and run him out of the South. 

The only interest which attaches to the Ala- 
bama election is local and sentimental. From 
the Presidential point of view it has no practi- 
calinterest because no influence on the result. 

If the movements now on foot there should 
secure an honest election in that State in the 
future it would be a decided gain for political 
morality and decency in Alabama. There 
has not been a fair and honest election in Ala- 
bama for twenty years, or since it gave its 
ten Electoral votes to Gen. Grant in 1872. The 
State election a month ago was honeycombed 
with fraud and rottenness, It differed from 
previous elections only in one way—namely: 
that one set of white men was disfranchising 
another set of white men, while in previous 
elections both sets of white men united to dis- 
franchise the negroes. If the old Bourbons

it will be of considerable interest from the 
moral and legal point of view and a decided 
gain to political decency, but it will be of no 
account or value from the Presidential point 
of view. :

Sunday Opening of the Fair. 


The question of the opening of the World's 
Fair Sunday, or rather the question of having 
the exhibit of the Congregational Church re- 
main uncovered Sunday in case there should 
be a change in decision and the World’s Fair 
should be opened Sunday, came up under the 
report of the Committee on the World’s Fair. 
Dr. Johnson made his report, which set forth 
that the comunittee 2 at the last 
council had conside the question fully. 
Considerable discussion followed. 

One of the most important reports during 
all the session of the council was presented 
this morning. It is from the Committee on 
the Relation of the Benevolent Societies to the 
Churches, and the old question of representa- 
tion is thereby revived. The repurt was made 
by a committee appointed three years 
ago. 
change by which the churches would become 
represented in ali these bodice, which have 
heretofore been more or iess close corpora- 
tions. The American board is one of the 
main bodies. Plan No. 4 was recommended 
by the committee. It provides that there shall 
be a readjustment by which the different 
boards and societies may become repre- 
sentative bodies with two departments, one 
for home, the other for foreign mission work. 
This would make the American board elect- 
ive very largely, giving 217 members in place 
of 250 as at present, and effectually killmg the 
close corporation idea, In the afternoon there 
wasa discussion of the matter. The New 
West Education Commission, it was reported, 
had already voted in favor of consolidation 
with the College and Education Society. 

afternoon session was scarcely opened 
with prayer by the Rev. David Beaton of Illi- 
nois when the Rev. Dr, Ross again brought up 
the report of the Committee on the Relations 
of the Benevolert Societies to the Churches, 
presenting a report recommending a division 
of foreign and home missionary work into 
two departmen home and foreign; that 
the American ard of Foreign M- 
sions be made the agent the 
foreign department; board be 
brought Into closer relations with the churches, 
and that the basis of representation, when de-“ 
ficiencies and vacancies as they may occur be 


| filled by election by the State bodies as fol- 


lows: One Commissioner for each State; one 
for every fifty churches, or majority fraction 
thereof; and one for every $5,000 or majority 
fraction thereof contributed to the treasury of 
the board by any State or Territory the year 
preceding the election. | 
Federation Recommended, 

A second resolution recommends the feder- 
ation of the six home missionary societies, 
each to hold its name and charter if so de- 
sired and meet annually at the same time and 
place. The basis of representation in this so- 
ciety was: One delegate for the State body, 
one for every fifty churches or major fraction, 
and one for every 310, 000 or majority fraction 
contributed for the whole home work the year 
preceding the election. 

This in substance was the plan outlined in 
the original report, presented at the earlier 
session. The sole motive, intent, and purpose 
of the report was to bring about concentrated 
and authoritative opposition to the American 
Board, the recognized financial head of the 
church in this country, there having existed 
for a long time a feeling prejudicial to the 
older officers of the beard and the method of 
adininistration of its affairs and funds. This 
has been manifest in an undercurrent of an- 
tagonism that cropped out here aud 
there in individual memorials, praying for 
representation on the board by churches and 
societies contributing to the cause of missions 
which desired by vote and voice to have a 
hand in the subject of disbursing the money 
so collected. Until yesterday, however, the 
matter never assumed tangible form, and the 
development of the session created intense in- 
terest in the council. All other business was 
laid aside, and for two hours discussion of 
one topic occupied the time of the delegates, 
dozens of whom were clamoring for recogni- 
tion from the Chair at the same moment. 

At the outset of the discussion the Rev. John 
H. Crum of Indiana asked for a division of 
the question, and brief remarks were subse. 
quently made by the Rer. George Wainwright 
of Nebraska, the Rev. Henry Fairbanks of 
Vermont, the Rev. John T. Blanchard of 
Iowa, the Rev. John W. Bradshaw of Michi- 
gan, and the Rev. M. W. Montgomery of IIli- 
nois. The last named offered as an amend- 
ment a motion to strike out the word “elect ”’ 
and substitute therefor “nominate,” and to 
make the basis of representation the same as 
the National Council, 

Matter for Serious Consideration, . 


The Rev. Arthur Little of Massachusetts en- 
tered into a discussion of the questions in- 
volved, and the Rev. Mr. Blanchard said the 
membership of the American Board ought not 
to be increased twofold as contemplated in 
the amendment without serious consideration. 
The Rev. Dr. Little said the proposition in- 
volved a change in the charter, a radical 
change im the corporate membership: in short, 
a revolution, and the matter, a very delicate 
one, ought to be managed in the interests of 
efficiency and effectiveness. 

The Rev. Dr. Quint reported as a matter of 
information the action taken at the meeting 
of the board in Chicago last week; at which 
time nineteen memorials from States asking 
representation were received, and the Nomi- 
nating committee of the board was instructed 
to receive nominations from State, Territorial, 
and independent bodies and report such noin- 
inations to the board for election to represen- 
tation in the ratio of three to one of its mem- 
bership. 

This statement mollified the situation some- 
what, but heated and earnest debate soon 
broke out again and continued until the day 
waned, when the whole matter was feferred 
to a committee consisting of the Rev. Cyrus 
rage * 9 oe es the Rev. H.

HEAVY SNOW-STORN IN COLORADO. 


Snow Plows at Werk in the Mountain Cuts 
—Denver in Bad Shape. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 13.—The rain, sleet, 
and wind storm that began Tuesday night 
ended this morning, leaving the city in a torn- 
up condition. ‘The streets are littered with 
limbs and,trunks of trees, and all sorts of 
débris which before the storm formed

The 2 filled the cable conduits and 
for a time the cars were stopped, together with 
the electric cars, which on several lines were 
forced to suspend, while the continuous rain 
beating on the north side of the buildings has 
seriously affected the walls of some blocks. 
In the suburbs, where the wind and rain had 
full sway, many small houses were wrecked. 

Throughout the middle portion of the State 
the severest storm for a nu mber of years pre- 
vailed yesterday. Today all of the mountain 
roads are more or less blocked his morn- 
ing there was not a wire in operation and no 
trains moving except on the South Park 
branch of the Union Pacific. No trains moved 
either way last night or this morning on the 
mountain divisions, The Union Pacific ind 
Fort Worth trains are blockaded somewhere, 
and as most of the wires are still pros- 
trated it is difficult to locate them. 
The Rock Island is blockaded between 
Lyman and Colorado Springs. Snow-plows 
are operated in. the cuts on the divides fifty 
miles south of Denver today, and it was 
learned that there are from three to seven 
feet of snow in the cuts. Cripple Creek 
reports three feet of snow there, 
and as the miners’ in that vicinity 
were entirely unprepared for the storm 
much suffering will ensue. Communication 
between Denver and the Eastern cities has 
been completely cut off for twenty-four hours. 
Wyoming also received a part of the storm, 
and the wires between Cheyenne and this city 
are prostrated.

Burrell 
Jones made a full confession while in 
jail and said that the four men went to John- 
son’s for the purpose of robbery, and the old 
man discovered them, whereupon he was mur- 
dered with an ax. The daughter, Miss 
Johnnie, came to the rescue of her father 
and they murdered her. The house was then 
set on fire to hide all traces of the crime. The 
mob that was to have burned the culpritd ex- 
pressed much dissatisfaction at being thwarted 
in their designs. , |

PHOTOGRAPHY USED IN ASTRONOMY. 


Latitude and Longitude Determined by 
Prof. Fargis’ Invention, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 13.—The young 
Jesuit astronomer, Prof. George A. Fargis, 
S. J., of Georgetown University, who some 
time ago invented the photo-chronograph for 
measuring star transits, has been able to de- 
termine latitude and longitude. The Rev. J. 
C. Hagen, S. J., the Director-in-Chief of the 
Georgetown Observatory, says on the subject: 

The determination of latitudes, and in partic- 
ular of their periodic variations, by means of 

hotography has repeatedly been pronounced 

ensable. In 1891 the plan was so far advanced 
floating principle was adopted.

Sixty Thousand Acres of Land in Northern 
Michigan Open for Settlement. 

Wasuineoron, D. C.. Oct. 13.—Acting Commis- 
sioner Stone of the General Land Office has re 
jected the applications of the Brule River rail- 
road com pany to set aside 60,000 acres of land in 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan, and directs the 
ry sy ae Receiver at Marquette to receive 
entries therefor.

The first section 
of the act, however. is construed as not withdraw- 
ing land chiefly valuable for building stone from 
entry under any existing law applicable thereto.

WERE STRANGERS IN A STRANGE CITY. 


Why Chicago’s Distinguished Municipal 
Dads Were Slighted in New York. 

Certain of the Chicago Aldermen who went 
to New York to see the Columbus celebration 
express theinselves in sorrow rather than in 
anger because they were neglected by the 
authorities of that city and were left to hustle 
for themselves like the rest of the vulgar herd. 
There is no occasion, however, for such a 
plaintive display of grief. They should re- 
member that New York had its own officials 
to look after, which in itself was a job of no 
ordinary maguitude, and her own people to 
look after, and their name was legion. It was 
her own celebration, and it was a big one. 

There were at least 2,000,000 people in at- 
tendance from the city and surrounding towns, 
and it was no small matter to lcok after them. 
The remarkable absence of accidents ana fa- 
talities shows how well the city did the work. 
In sucha huge aggregation of people, con- 
gesting its streets and public places, it is not 
remarkable that the handful of Chicago Al- 
dermen were but needles in the human hay- 
stack, and that the New York authorities were 
unable to find them. Probably there was no 
intense yearning on the part of the New- York- 
ers to find these. Chicago Aldermanic needles 
anyway, but even if there had been they might 
have pulled the haystack all to pieces 
and then not discovered them. If they 
were aware that they were coming 
it was but a natural feeling on the part of 
New York that it must take care of its own 
and let the representatives of a rival city look 
out for themselves. It had no time, even if it 
had the disposition, to hunt up the Chicago 
Aldermen, provide them with front seats, fur- 
nish them with bouquets, and supply them the 
necessary material for painting the town 
terra-cotta. They must bear in mind that the 
New-Yorkers had a big show and that it re- 
quired all their time and energy to carry it 
out with such a brilliant success as ultimately 
crowned it. 

The New-Yorkers are entitled to great credit 
considering that they had the old calendar day 
to celebrate, which involved a week’s discouat- 
ing of the enthusiasm. Next week Chicago 
will celebrate the new and proper calendar 
day, and then the Chicago Aldermen will be 
in all their glory. Their services and the hard 
work they have performed for the Fair will be 
duly recognized. They will have places of 
honor. They will be known and pointed out 
by the pupulace.

SUPERVISORS’ IMPORTANT DUTIES. 


The Federal Statutes Set Them Forth Fully 
—Swearing the Deputies In. 

Important duties in connection with the 
registration next week will devolve on the 
supervisors of election who are now being 
sworn in before Chief Supervisor E. B. Sher- 
man in accordance with the order of Judge 
Gresham. Those duties are fully set forth in 
the Federal statutes as follows: 

The supervisors of election are authorized and 
required to attend at all times and places fixed 
for the registration of voters who, ing regis- 
tered, would be entitled to vote for a Representa- 
tive or Delegate in Congress, and to chaile 
any person offering to register; to attend at 
times and places when the names of registered 
voters may be marked for challenge, and to cause 
such names registered as they may deem per 
to be so marted ; to personally inspect scru- 
tinize such registry, and for purposes of identifi- 
cation to affix their signature to each page of the 
original list, ana of each copy of any such list of 
registered voters, at such tim upon each day 
when any name may be received, entered, or reg- 

aud in such manner as will, in their judg- 


ment, detect and expose the improper or wrong- | 
thereto ot any 


ful removal therefrom or addi 
name. i 
And to enable them to perform their duties 
properly and faithfully they are permitted on 
day of registration: 0 
To take, occupy, and remain in such sition, 
from time to time, whether before or behind the 
ballot boxes, as will in their judgment best ena- 
ble them to see each person offer himself for 
registration or Offering to vote, and as will best 
to their scrutini the manner in 
registration or voting: is being con- 


If the supervisors properly perform their 
duty they can assist greatly in securing an 
honest and proper registration. It will be the 
duty of the chief supervisor to instruct them 
in reference to these matters. and those who 
fail to perform their functions properly should 
be promptly removed and punished. 

Chief Supervisor Sherman yesterday com- 
menced the work of swearing in the super- 
visors. A batch of 1,400 appeared and after 
taking the oath of office each man was cau- 
tioned to avoid all partisan bias in the 
discharge of his duties, and told to deport 
himself with the dignity and assurance of 
officers of United States Govetument. 
The work of swearing in will continue until 
next Tuesday. A-few of the precincts are not 
yet provided for, and Chief Supervisor Sher- 
man is desirous thatthe ward organizations 
attend to the nominations at once. 

The district chief special deputy marshals 
are busy making up their list-of ward Cap- 
taina, and many were sworn in before Com- 
missioner Hoyne yesterday. As soon as they 
are sworn in they will proceed to select pre-

TRUTH ABOUT THE J. E. BISH STORIES, 


His Expulsion from the Brothers of Friend- 
ship Not to His Discredit. 

Stories which were whispered around by ver- 
tain persons at the Third Senatorial Republican 
convention at the Grand Pacific that James E. 
Bish, one of the nominees for the Legislature, 
had been expelled from a benevolent organization 
for dishonesty 46d malfeasance in office are un- 
true. The occurrences on which the statements 
purported to be based took place several years 
ago, when Mr. Bish was State Grand Master of 
the United.

OHIOAGO UNIVERSITY TRUSTEES 
BUT A VALUABLE OORNER, 


They Secure the Property at Jackson and 
Clark Streets, Now Covered by the 
Grace Hotel — The Purchase Made 
Purely for Investment Purposes—The 
Deal Deemed a Favorable One—The 
Square Foot Valuation Determined — 
Policy of the Officials, 

The Trustees of the University of Chieago 
yesterday closed an important investment of 
university funds. They have purchased the 
southeast corner of Jackson and Clark streets 
for $265,000. This is the property covered by 
the Grace Hotel. The lot has a frontage of 
29.6 feet on Clark and 108 feet on Jackson 
street, and is covered by the hotel building, a 
brick structure eight stories high. 

The lot is purchased from the estates of 
Nimrod Long and George W. Norton of 
Louisville, Ky. The lot was by them leased 


to Edward Grace from Feb. 1, 1882, to Feb. 1, | 


1932. This fitty-year lease is on a basis of 6 
per cent of the appraised valuation, with a re- 
valuation every five years: The present 
ground rent is $6,750 a year. The next ap- 
praisal will be Feb. 1, 1894, and the rental 
after that will be 6 per cent on the full ap- 
praised valuation. The rent is payable 
monthly in advance, and the lease provides 
that the building will revert to the lessors at 
the expiration of the lease. The present im- 
provements cost $130,000. 

Real-estate men regard this purchase as an 

exceedingly favorable one. It was possible to 
make favorable terms because the estates own- 
ing the pr@perty were anxious to close it out 
and mak a division, and for the further reason 
that presént low rental pays but an in- 
significant return for the time being on the 
investment. For the next fifteen months the 
investment will realize less than 3 per cent, 
but after that the income becomes 6 per cent 
on the appraised value of the property. The 
price paid is at a square foot valuation of 
$51.50, or a front foot valuation of the Clark 
street frontage of $8,952. 


Square Foot Valuation Established. 


Allowing a valuation of $800,000 for the 


building the price is equivalent to $85 asquare 
foot, but many consider that that valuation 
for the building is too high for the building 
and regard the transaction as indicating a 
valuation of $100 a foot for the ground. 

This addition to the university’s line of in- 
vestment holdings of Chicago real estate 
bri up the total to a considerable amount. 
Not long ago the trustees purchased a lot on 
Michigan avenue, 120 feet north of Peck 
court, for which they paid $1,625 a front foot. 
The university also owns a piece of real estate 
at Eighteenth street and Blue Island avenue. 

be trustees believe in putting the endow- 
ment funds of the university into real-estate 
investments rather than into securities, said 
H. H. Kohlsaat, who negotiated the present

WARRANTS NO PROOF, 


IMPORTANT DEOISION RENDERED 
TOUCHING BOODLE CASES, 


Judge Hutchinson Holds That an Order 
Drawn Against the County for Money 
Is Not Evidence of the Validity of the 
Claim, and Hence in the Case of Ex- 
County Commissioner Oliver Instructs 
the Jury to Find a Verdict Against the 
Plaintiff—Notes and the Record. 

Judge Hutchinson yesterday rendered a de- 
cision which will have, if sustained, an im- 
portant bearing on the long list of county 
boodle cases now pending. It was in the case 
where ex-County Commissioner R. C. Oliver, 
for the use of Herman Seliaffner & Co., sued 
to recover on a county warrant drawu for 

The county refused to pay the warrant 
on the ground that it was not si rson- 
ally by W. C. Seipp, who was n unty 
Treasurer, but was signed by his deputy, 
Thomas Brenan. 


The attorney for the company told the court 


that he expected to con vinc his Honor that 
every dollar paid out of the County Treasury 
on warrants not bearing the personal signa- 
ture of the Treasurer was paid illegally. In 
his decision Judge Hutchinson did not go this 
far, but held that the law explicitly provided 
for a personal signature by the Treasurer. 
For this reason he sustained the county’s ob- 


jection to the admission of the warrant as evi- 


dence in the case. Then the court instructed 
the jury to find a verdict for the county. 
The prosecution had not proven, he said, that 
there were sufficient funds in the County Treas- 
ury at the time the warrant was drawn to pay 
it. For aught the court knew there might 
have been a bankrupt treasury. A second 
ground for the dismissal of the suit was the 
fact that the — Had not proven that the 
warrant was drawn against a valid claim. 

“When a claim agaiust the county is con- 
tested in court,“ said the Judge, the plaintiff 
cannot rely on 'the warrant to prove the claim, 
but must go back of this and prove 
warrant was fora valid claim, I know of no 
other way to 22 the county from a repeti- 
tion of bood methods should they be at- 
tempted.“ 

There are boodle cases now pending involv- 
ing some $240,000, in nearly all of which the 
same point is involved. 

It the decision is upheld,” said the attor- 
ney, I think it will save the county thou- 
sands of dollars. It means that a county war- 
rant is not conclusive evidence of the liabilit 
of the county, and when 2 is contes 
the plaintiff must go back of his warrant and 
prove that he h a valid claim against the 
county at the time the warrant was drawn. 
In the cases tried heretofore the warrant has 
been held as conclusive. Then again, accord- 
ing to the decision, a warrant cannot go in 
evidence unless signed by the Treasurer per- 
sonally. Its bearing in the le cases will 
at once be seen. We can now go back of the 
warrants and prove that the claims against 
which they were drawn were not valid ones. 
It will also be likely to destroy the negotiabil- 
ity of a county warrant, which has heretofore 
deen considered as 1 collateral.“

‘ SHARPLY AND REACTS. 


The Stock Exchange Will Take Three Hol- 
idays Next Week—Wheat Shows Consid- 
erable Strength in the Face of Large 
Receipts—Private Estimates of Avail- 
able Stocks Partly Responsible for the 
Better Feeling—Foreign Markets Steady

The market for West Chicago street railroad 
stock offered an illustration yesterday of how 
completely it is underthe power of a single 
broker, who is understood to represent great 
Philadelphia interests.

Wants to Let All the Town Crowd In, Re- 
gardless of Visitors. 

CMA, Oct. 12.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Allow me to try my hand at this question 
of the restricting admission to the World’s Fair 
grounds on the, 2ist inst. You take the ground 
that restriction is necessary because of the limited 
means of conveyance. But if we make up our 
minds that only a certain number per hour can be 
transvorted on that occasion, there will not be 
transportation for the 125,000 which it is claimed 
will be invited, let alone those who will go to 
Jackson Park on that day uninvited. If 7,500 per 
hour is all that the Illinois Central can 
carry. how are we guing to move 125,000 people 
invited within six hours? Other means of con- 


cannot it-devote ite entire six 
to World's Fair traffic—- the two which shall be 
elevated and the four which it is now using, not 
elevated, and borrow. from other roads cars 
engines sufficient to move 25,000 to 35, people 
r hour instead of 7,500, which you claim will 
its capacity. A road with ite tracks 
and an abundance of cars and nes cer- 
tainly should be able to move this number of peo- 
ple per hour, six miles, from Van Buren street to 
uth Park Station. There would be no very her- 
culean task in railroading i in this, But if we fold 
our arms and say it cannot be done we will find 
ourselves in the soup, for I claim that

The means of conveyance cannot be enlarged to 
accommodate one-half the town wdwho will 
seek admission. If you think the ois Central 
can transport the number you estimate why not 
callon the governing men of that corporation 
and convince them of its feasibility? For if they 
are not convinced they will not undertake to do 
it. The 7,500 per hour is not Taz Trisune’s esti- 
mate, but the IIlinois Central’s. That company 
has every motive to convey to Jackson Park and 
back the largest possible number of people. 
There is little use in spurring a willing horse. 
Some persons talk of the L road conveying 15,000 to 
20,000 an hour to within a short distance of Jack- 
son Park, when, as a matter of fact, the last sta- 
taon at which their cars will stop is at Fifty-fifth 
street and Prairie avenue, close to the western 
line of Washington Park, and it isa good two 
miles from there to Jackson Park. Some people 


will be willing to walk that distance and back, 


but no great crowd will do it. 


What Wildcat Banks Are. 
Mvutxkertown, III.. Oct. 10.— [Editor of The 
Tribune. }—How many State banks are there in 
the State of lilinois?” What is the difference be- 
tween a State bank and a wildcat bank?

EXPLANATION. 


There are no State banks in Illinois which issue 
notes to pass as money. They only do a legitimate 
banking business—viz.: loan money, receive de- 
posits, pay checks, buy and discount paper, deal 
in exchange, make drafts, ete. The difference 
between a State bank as thus described and a 
wildcat bank 1s very considerable. The latter in- 
stitution employs its re part and credit mainly in 
manufacturing, issuing, and loaning or vending 
its notes to circulate as money, and which notes 
circulate at a greater or less discount to the loss of 
the public. And on a slight flurry or disturbance 
in the money market, when the wildcat notes 
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
